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Continuation of 11. NOTE: Applicant's argument is that the prior art does not teach automatically employing the location of the mobile 
terminal to determine content that is related to the linked resource and also related to the location of the mobile terminal. Applicant is 
correct to the fact that the programming code to automatically employ the location of the mobile terminal would be different than the code 
to determine content that is related to the linked resource and also related to the location of the mobile terminal. However, only one step 
is claimed that is, to automatically employ the location of the mobile terminal, since automatically employing the device does not lead to 
determining the content that is related to the linked resource and also related to the location of the mobile terminal.
